What  to  Bid  On: 

As  you  read  through  the  catalog  for  the  first  time,  record  the  numbers  of  all  the 
lots  you  are  interested  in  on  a worksheet.  If  you  are  interested  in  specific  types  of 
coins,  be  sure  to  check  the  catalog  index. 

How  Much  To  Bid: 

The  price  you  bid  is  determined  by  you.  You  must  remember  the  value  that  you 
place  on  the  coins.  Check  the  descriptions  in  the  catalog  and  decide  what  you  are 
willing  to  pay.  You  should  bid  generously  on  the  lots  you  strongly  wish  to  obtain.  If 
there  are  some  lots  you  would  like  to  have  'if  the  price  is  right',  then  you  may  want 
to  place  nominal  bids  on  those  lots.  Because  a number  of  collectors  choose  to  bid 
on  many  lots,  the  number  of  successful  bids  will  be  relatively  small.  This  is 
controlled  by  a very  active  market.  You  can  safely  extend  your  bidding  (and  take  ad- 
vantage of  a 'bargain')  by  placing  a dollar  total  limit  on  your  bids.

Gem  Crisp  Uncirculated  (Gem  CU)  - Bright  and  well  centered.  Full  original 
crispness  with  no  handling  or  aging.  A virtually  flawless  note. 

Choice  Crisp  Uncirculated  (Choice  CU)  - Flawless  appearance.  Close 
examination  might  reveal  teller  handling,  minute  pinholes,  or  very  light 
aging.  A note  with  an  excess  of  the  above-mentioned  defects  would  not  be 
considered  Choice.

After  World  War  II,  the  U.S.  military  personnel  were  paid  in  local  currency  which  could 
eventually  be  changed  into  dollars.  This  resulted  in  converting  to  dollars  of  tremendous 
amounts  of  francs  and  marks. 

A new  system  was  devised  to  serve  the  needs  of  new  currency  with  the  issuance  ofMPC’s 
vahd  in  certain  areas  under  control  of  the  occupying  military  authority.  These  were  issued 
to  American  military  and  civilian  personnel,  and  were  not  negotiable  for  local  popula- 
tion. 

These  new  notes  differed  from  the  regular  United  States  bills  since  they  were  not  printed 
by  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing  but  instead  were  lithographed  by  private  prin- 
ting firms,  the  Tudor  Press  Corp.  and  Forbes  Lithographic  Company  of  Boston.  The 
Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing  took  over  the  printing  of  these  notes  beginning  with 
series  611,  issued  on  January  6,  1964. 

Occasionally,  it  was  necessary  to  recall  all  circulating  MPC’s  and  replace  them  with  a new 
series;  the  previous  series  was  no  longer  redeemable.  These  redemptions,  or  “C”-DA  YS,  as 
they  were  called,  were  quietly  put  into  operation  and  were  completed  within  a 24-hour 
period. 

MPC’s  are  no  longer  being  used,  but  two  series  have  been  printed  in  case  they  are  needed 
in  the  future.  They  have  increased  in  popularity  with  new  records  being  set,  particularly 
for  the  more  elusive  pieces.

Encased  postage  was  bom  out  of  necessity  during  the  Civil  War.  As  hostilities  commenced 
the  general  pubkc,  as  in  most  times  of  political  and  economic  despair,  began  hoarding 
gold  and  silver  coins.  Hard  currency  or  specie  disappeared  rapidly  and  soon  even  coppers 
and  white  cents  were  so  scarce  that  the  lack  of “. small  change  ’ significantly  handicapped 
everyday  business  transactions.  The  natural  alternative  to  specie  was  paper  money,  but 
there  were  no  minor  denominations  as  fractional  currency  was  not  yet  invented.  However, 
there  was  a government  security  that  was  produced  in  denominations  under  $1.00  — the 
postage  stamp.  Soon  stamps  were  commonly  used  as  currency,  but  they  easily  became 
soiled  and  sticky.  Small  envelopes  solved  the  deterioration  problem  but  created  one  of 
visibility.  On  August  12,  1862,  John  Gault  of  Boston  patented  a small  brass  encasement  to 
hold  a stamp  which  contained  a mica  (the  only  transparent  substance  other  than  glass 
then  known)  window  with  room  for  advertising  on  the  back.  These  encased  postage 
stamps”  were  readily  accepted  and  welcomed  as  a replacement  of  small  change.  Now 
these  pieces  are  eagerly  sought  after  by  currency,  token,  coin  and  stamp  collectors  alike. 
The  present  strong  demand  for  the  relatively  few  known  specimens  are  sending  many  to 
new  auction  records  when  they  are  offered.
